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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-24, and 39-51, 58-64 and 67-80 drawn to methods, computer readable 
mediums and apparatus that receives patient information and presents first aid 
information based on the patient information, classified in class 434, subclass 265. 

II. Claims 25-38, and 65-66 drawn to an electrical source, electrodes and an output 
device and associated method classified in class 607, subclass 5. 

III. Claims 52-57, drawn to a method and computer readable medium for receiving 
and storing first aid procedures, classified in class 607, subclass 59. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as an Automatic External Defibrillator 
incorporating CPR prompts. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as a method and computer readable 
medium for programming a first aid device. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not . 
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obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as an Automatic External Defibrillator 
incorporating CPR prompts. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
